Wheth- 
er he does a picture to put in a 
frame, or a layout for a maga- 
zine page, the processes, he says, 
are exactly the same. The new 
artist both designs the flat iron 
and uses it in a picture.

The Aga Khan’s horses 
are winners of three English Der- 
bys and several other classic 
races. 

While nobody takes his leader- 
ship seriously, he still remains a 
most likable person with access to 
all the great contemporary figures. 

It was recently reported that, 
with the Nawab of Bhopal, the 
Aga Khan urged Gandhi to help 
in presenting the United Hindu 
Moslem front. Ironically, in 1905, 
it was the same Aga Khan who, 
at the bidding of the British, led 
a deputation to Viceroy Lord | 
Minto demanding safeguards and | 


protection for the Moslem minor- 8 
ity.

Ali, nationalist Moslem in con- 
gress, called the deputation “a 
command performance.” As a re- 
sult of this deputation the Brit- 
ish first granted the Moslems sep- 
arate electorates and the germ of 
Hindu-Moslem disunity was sown.

Despite obstacles thrown in his 
path by the Gatewood family, 
Seward successfully courted Miss 
Mary and won her consent to mar- 
riage, But her family refused con- 
sent. They were horrified that she 
would consider marrying a “poor 
Yankee schoolteacher.” 


Mary decided against elopement 
and the courtship between her and 
Seward was abruptly ended. Deep- 
ly disappointed, hurt and disillu- 
sioned, Seward returned North, his 
heart still full of love for Mary. 
Mary, too, suffered in her heart 
and not until years later did she 
marry, 

Seward later married and went 
to one of the highest positions his 
country had to offer, to a place in 
history.

‘At Bethlehem 
You Have a Feeling-- 


JERUSALEM, Palestine—(By Air Mail)— 

Had I not met others of a different sort, I would 

have come away thinking that of all the dis- 

tasteful persons extant on this spinning globe the Christian Arab 
is the worst. 

I have now modified it to read, “Among all the objectional and 
unattractive persons serving as guides to tourists over the earth, the 
Christian Arab is the peer of- any.” 

I did not meet him, I am thankful to say, at the Sea of Galilee. 
I came upon it from the hills and paused on top of one of them to 
see the sun break through the mist over it and make it shimmer 
and glow in brief intervals between sun and rain. 

We came down the hills to ancient Tiberias, one of the sacred 
cities of old Palestine, the ancient city of culture and learning and 
of refuge for the scriptures. 

There we had Turkish coffee in a small cafe and sat thinking 
of all those great and near great warriors, conquerors, scholars, 
rabbis and martyrs who had walked its streets. 


Not many miles from where we sat the lowly Nazarene had 
preached His Sermon on the Mount, a sermon sadly neglected and, 
with some few exceptions, honored today more in the breach than 
by observance. Within the immediate neighborhood of the sea 
18 of His miracles were performed. One of the small fishing boats 
might have been one in which He had crossed the sea. In Galilee 
were spoken most of His parables. You had the feeling of it. 


It was very good sitting there thinking. No greedy, insistent, 
whining, sniveling, unclean Christian or infidel guide clutched 
your sleeve or interrupted the spell. We went then miles along 
the shore, walking down to the water’s edge on the rocky shore, 
the myriad stones of which are worn smooth with much rolling in 
the wash of the waves. Across the way the ancient hills stood 
raajestic in the mists, their dark rolling contour seeming to brood 
with the solemnity and the great weight of great men and centuries 
which. had passed across them and before them, They looked 
Biblical, Nothing had spoiled the hills or the sea. The sea and 


the hills were a prayer. 
Nazareth It was raining when we came into Nazareth. A 

cold, steady rain pelted down. Nazareth was a 
town with a poor reputation in Biblical days. They said of it 
scornfully, when told of the teachings of coming of the Nazarene, 
“Can any good come out of Nazareth?” 


It did not look much in the rain. There were a few gasoline 
filling stations, some oranges before a shop being washed clean in 
the pelting rain, a cafe or so; two moth-eaten camels meditatively 
chewing their cuds beneath a eucalyptus tree, and many shops 
selling souvenirs. In one church they showed us the steps down 
which Mary had walked. The only trouble was the crusaders 
had built them a few centuries later. A flock of Christian Arab 
youths descended on us, proffered a drink of water from the spring, 
one of which the crusaders always contained in their fortress 
churches, solemnly assured me this was the very spot where the 
angel appeared to Mary. In another church they showed me a 
carpenter’s shop which I was asked to believe had been Joseph’s. 
I went away, souvenirless, leaving discord behind me. Having paid 
my guide and hurried away from him I was chased down and 
clutched by another. His greedy face working. “How much did 
you have to give your guide?” he panted. I suspected they had 
an agreement to split all funds and that my guide had lied. So, 
having given 25 piasters and being sure he had said 10, I politely 
informed the Arabic Euriah Heep I had given 50 piasters. As I 
left the fight was just getting good. Right in the church door, too. 

Jerusalem was destroyed five times after the 
Bethlehem crucifixion of Christ and twice was plowed up. 
So all the holy places of the present old city are purely theoretical 
and in great dispute. I went upon that hill reverently, only slightly 
troubled that some of the best archeologists insisted with evidence 
it is not the right hill. 

But Bethlehem was, to me, wonderful. Covered with garish 
and gilt decorations though the old stalls may be, stinking with 
many incenses as they do; this was THE place. It was, one plainly 
may see, an old caravanserai into which the travelers of those days 
drove their animals and put down their bedding in the next stall. 
No one knows in which stall it was The Christ was born—although 
they have picked one—but it is THE place. You feel it and know 
it and even the guides seem less offensive there. You wanted to 
kneel down there and pray and you felt tears in your eyes and a 
very great humility.

Fascists Are Busy 
Irritating the Sore 


It has seemed to me, in recent weeks, there 

is urgent need for a great voice, the stern voice 

5 of all the people of good will, declaring in un- 

equivocal tones that no man nor group nor special interests shall 

be permitted to tease this country and Soviet Russia into the tragedy 
of war against each other. 


If we have memory at all, we must remember how the subtle, 
disloyal groups, in this country, worked for the same cause espoused 
by Hitler and his Nazis in the days when we were not at war, the 
days before we were forced into the world conflict. 


When this country became a belligerent, those subversive groups 
were, for a little while, silenced. But the fighting had not ended 
before they were again at work burrowing like moles, seeking to 
undermine the cause of democracy, working to turn this country 
into a Fascist state. Not under the name Fascism, to be sure. What 
they would do is retain the name of democracy, but only as a cloak 
under which they would regiment us all. 


Some of them know, full well, that the causes they espouse are 
Fascist under another label. Many of them, however, mean well 
but are ignorant of the trend of the things they advocate. 


Hitler and his Axis satellites tried to make 
Let Us Beware the world fear Russia, tried to achieve their 
nefarious ends by holding up the symbol of Communism as a red 
cloth is tantalizingly waved before the bull in the arena. That did 
not work. Free men everywhere recognized Naziism, Fascism, as 
the true dangers to freedom. 

Now, however, the same old story is being whispered—nay, is 
being spoken aloud, openly and more loudly every day—by forces 
in this country. Forces disguising themselves under the name of 
patriotism, under any camouflage that will hide their true character. 


Why should we allow these enemies of peace to create a sore 
upon our flesh and pick at it, pick at it until it spreads and bursts 
into war? What is there we have that Russia can possibly desire, 
what has Russia that we can want? 


We read alarmist analyses of Russian influence among the east- 
ern European countries. What of it? Isn’t eastern Europe just as 
truly a Russian sphere of influence as Central America is ours? 
What if Russia would endeavor to secure friendly governments in 
the countries that lie along her borders? Have we not the same 
desire? 

Russia, having experienced the agony of invasion by an enemy 
from her west, is seeking to make secure her frontiers, to extend 
her influence westward so no future foe will be able to march upon 
Russian soil. . 

Can we blame Russia for such a policy?

Criminal Absurdity That is a form of society which seems 
to suit her people. Certainly they have progressed in education, in 
development of their own resources, in industry, in freedom, in 
strength as a nation, more under 20 years of communism than under 
all the centuries of czarist rule. 

Democracy, as we know it, is the form of government which 
best suits us. 

We will keep it. 

There is no reason in heaven or in the universe below, why the 
two countries should not remain at peace with each other. Each 
has tremendous responsibility, each has staggering tasks. Enough to 
use all their national energy and strength for decades—nay, cen- 
turies—to come. 

It would be criminal absurdity if we, the people who must suffer 
the sorrows and the sacrifices of war, permit selfish interests, at 


home or abroad, to tease us into a new war against Russia. 

‘ There is only one way by which this country 
They Can Vote could ever become communistic. That is 
through free, untrammeled use of the ballot. There is a Commu- 
nist party here. We know that. If they wish, they can, just as do 
other political parties, enter their candidates in the elections. When 
a majority of American voters want to live under the communistic 
system, they will vote the Communist party ticket. 


That is the only road open. 

What we must protect ourselves against is the underground, 
treacherous attack upon our fears, our prejudices. The only danger 
to this country today is the danger inherent in our own Fascist- 
minded propagandists and our own underground sappers against 
the foundations of the American system.

ly announced candidate for governor is in the 
field. DeLacey Allen announced several months ago, and now he 
has pulled out. Former Govs. Rivers and Talmadge are operating 
campaigns, with only the speaking missing—yet both of them have 
left a foot back far enough where the limb can’t be sawed off... 
neither has formally announced. A large list of potential “people's 
candidates” has been mentioned, and several are sampling public 
opinion over the state. Some of these have been indorsed by a few 
newspapers. Some have had clubs organized to push their candi- 
dacies. But the people generally, the press generally, and Gov. 
Arnall—who plans to campaign for the person the people indicate 
they want when entries close—remain silently watching and waiting. 


We have talked with many of the persons mentioned as poten- 
tial “people’s candidates” for governor. Despite the large crowd 
of them so mentioned, we can say the field will not be crowded 
when the entries close. Because each of these candidates who 
showed any inclination whatsoever to heed the call of the people 
said he positively would not run unless he were the “people’s can- 
didate.” In other words, none would venture forth, unless he had 
the full support of the progressive forces, and the campaign support 
of Arnall. Many said they were more interested in continuing the 
policies of the present administration than in becoming governor 
themselves. So, regardless of the multitude of “people’s candidates” 
mentioned between now and the campaign, the campaign will get 
under way with most of this multitude backing one “people’s can- 
didate.” " 


One of the potential candidates who has sampled public opinion 
in many parts of the state made this observation: “There has been 
much propaganda that this campaign will be a fight between Rivers 
and Talmadge, without a third candidate in the field. I have been 
in many sections of the state and talked with people. I find them 
waiting. They know Talmadge and Rivers are running, and yet 
the people are still waiting for a candidate. I know of no better 
opportunity for a third candidate to run and win.”

Moré than two-thirds of the na- | 
tion’s families, in the latest survey | 
of opinion on the subject, say they | 
are willing to use less flour and | 
eat less meat, and to put up with | 
present shortages of butter and | 
sugar, in order to help feed people | 
in need abroad, 


Every survey made on the issue 
for the past three years has found 
substantial majorities willing to 
send food to Europe, indicating a 
widespread belief on the part of 
the public that the need for aid 
abroad is acute, 


It remains for the government 
to lay down a specific program. 
If one is formulated, telling 
housewives precisely what they 
are expected to do, the co-opera- 
tion of a majority of families can 
be reasonably expected. There 
would be objections from a minor- 
ity of course, the extent of the ob- 
jections depending on how much 
sacrifice people are asked to make. 
But the majority are at least fa- 
vorably disposed toward the idea 
of sending food to aid Europe. 


The current attitudes were 
sounded by interviewers for the 
Institute who questioned men and 
women from coast to coast,

Women showed a higher-vote of 
approval than men.

PUBLIC APPROVAL of send- 
ing food abroad dates back at least 
as far as 1943, In December of 
that year, the Institute found 67 
per cent of the population saying 
that they would put up with short- 
ages for a year or two after the 
war in order to give food to peo- 
ple in Europe. In April of 1945, 
the vote was 65 per cent in favor. 


In June, 1945, a substantial ma- 
jority of voters said they would be 
willing to eat about one-fifth less 
in order to ship foodstuffs abroad. 
The vote was:

Which would not be so 
bad, for you can see a car coming, in silhouette, and pull well over 
to miss him.

Then you hit HOMERVILLE, and the road turns south to 
FARGO, and this is a beautiful drive, for the sun is tipping 
the pines with gold ahead of you, and its slanting rays are 
coming through the pines like shafts of gold, and when you 
reach that stretch of planted pines you can look to your right 
for what seems miles down shining lanes into the dying sun, 
as pretty a sight as ever you saw. 


And here on this road you will see strange and beautiful things. 
For here in this black pond is a tableau touched with fantasy ... 
three stately egrets with their springing plumes tipped with the 
gold of the dying sun, and feeding contentedly with them, a great 
—— hunchbacked piney woods boar, wild and savage-looking as 
a bear. 


The sight of the egrets along the Suwannee swamps is com- 
mon now, for the government stepped in with protection just in 
time, after that beautiful bird a generation ago had almost joined 
the passenger pigeon in extinction, after years of slaughter in their 
nesting grounds by men who sold their plumes for $16 an ounce. 


And here is a sight strange to a north Georgia eye. A 
great Brahma bull, silver-blue in color, standing in stately 
majesty watching the road, motionless as a temptfe carving 
from his native India. And behind him in the shadowy 
glade a gaunt piney woods cow, a slattern wed to a prince, 
whose sons and daughters will have some of his regal bear- 
ing, and much of his stamina and resistance to ticks.

Picking “John Henry” and “Catfish” on his 
banjo, and telling his tall tales of the swamp while Alpen 
and Arden, whom the bear once almost ate, and Alice, his 
wife, who was a Howell, and Will, her father, and May 
Griffis, who helps with the camp, and Jerry, the pretty school- 
teaching Griffis, and Mac, the hired help, an ex-soldier who 
has spells and falls down in the road with the veins throb- 
bing in his temples big as a man’s little finger, all sit around 
listening and laughing and urging Lem on to play more and 
talk more. 


Until midnight comes and Lem puts his banjo down and says, 
“Time for everybody to be getting to bed,” which gives him a 
chance to pull his ancient gag, “Give you bed and board, Mister. 
The bed just as hard as the board.” Which is the kind of wit you 
have to put up with from Lem if you don’t keep him talking about 
the swamp all the time.

PSYCHOLOGIST SAYS 


To Primitive 
Existence 


An Emory University psychol- 
ogy professor, taking a look at the 
U, S. today, concluded that the 
economy of scarcity induced by 
the war has reduced Americans to 
a “level of primitive existence.” 

Dr. Herman W. Martin, the pro- 
fessor, said in an interview that 
“the urge of great tension during 
the war years and the necessity 
for goods—brought on by actual 
ishortage and the undemocratic 
‘methods of distribution by deal- 


'ers—produced an aggressiveness 


ence.” 

| The same aggressiveness, the 
‘psychologist added, 
like that which produces¢riots in 
famine areas throughout the 
world, hence public rudeness, self- 
ishriess and geneyal unrest. 

So far, Dr. Martin continued, 
Americans have not been able to 
relax from the tension of the war 
years. 

“Some of it is related to general 
world events. It appears very evl- 
dent that we are not adhering to 
the ideals of the Atlantic charter.

The overwhelming success of

in tickets were sold in advance 
of the opening of “Holiday” and 
now the arena-bankers are ready 
to go ahead.

“HOSPITALITIS”’ is the dreadful 
boredom that sets in after a long 
stretch in the hospital. And “‘inocu- 
lating’’ wounded vets against it is 
an important job. Right now, the 
Arts and Skills Corps of the Red 
Cross is doing that job:in 122 Army, 
Navy and government hospitals. 
The lady on the cover is Mrs. 
Rosalie Lane, of New York City, 
one of the 5,000 volunteer workers 
in the Corps. Besides being the 
mother of four children, Mrs. Lane 
is an artist who’s done everything 
from designing clothes and plastic 
toys to illustrating medical books. 
Three years ago Mrs. Lane asked 
the Red Cross if she could help. She 
was interviewed, and samples of her 
work were inspected by professional 
artists who make sure the boys have 
competent instructors. Since then, she 
has spent one or two days a week at 
Halloran General Hospital teaching 
bookbinding, sculpture and finger 
painting. Mrs. Lane’s reaction: “It’s 
the most rewarding job in the world.” 


ON THE MEND. The serious young 
sculptor with Mrs. Lane is 22-year- 
old Pfc. Tom Kehoe. Like his bud- 
dies, who work at everything from 
ceramics to fly-tying, he does it be- 
cause it’s fun. “‘But you’d be surprised 
at how beautiful some of their things 
are,’ says Mrs. Lane. 


The men particularly like to work . 


with materials they used in the serv- 
ices: nylon, plastics, aluminum. And 
there are regional specialties: shell 
work in Florida, cornhusk weaving in 


Nevada, fishnet making on Cape Cod 
and cow-horn carving in Texas. 
Sometimes the fun pays extra divi- 
dends. One former art student, his 
severely injured right arm in a cast, 
used to watch-at sketching classes, 
was finally persuaded to try with his 
left hand. He caught on quickly, and 
today, his right arm recovered, he 
plans to continue art — left-handed. 
“Hospitalitis,’”’ one vet says, “isn’t 
in the medical books. But we're 
thankful the Red Cross can inoculate 
us against it.’’ — KIT NAYLOR 


FOR LASTING PEACE

Your security in the future 
depends on more than buffer 
states and island bases... 


IKE the survivors of all wars, the United 

Nations are casting about for a system 

of “security” to safeguard them against 
another conflict. 

To many of the searchers, “security” 
means buffer states, island bases, air 
routes, oil fields, preferred economic posi- 
tions or political dominance. 

I should like to suggest that security 
rests not so much in any of these as in 
certain intangibles, and that the one carry- 
ing the greatest promise of peace is 
freedom of the press. — 

I say this because freedom of the press is 
the most accurate yardstick by which to 
measure all other freedoms. It is part of 
free speech, which is the articulation of 
freedom of thought, conscience and fran- 
chise. Some of us believe that the guar- 
anteeing of such freedom to the nations 
enslaved by Hitler and liberated by us was 
our most urgent political war aim. So far 
we appear to have done practically nothing 
about it. 


Tue other great powers who participated 
in the war all seem perfectly clear, indeed 
alarmingly clear, as to where their in- 
terests lie. And it is our peculiarity that in 
spite of our overwhelming military and 
industrial power, we are always in a fog 
about where our interests lie; often we do 


not even appear to know what our in-: 


terests are. 

From an inside view of this situation 
— that is, from within liberated coun- 
tries which owe their deliverance to 
American as well as Russian or British 
military might — it looks unbelievable 
that the United States fails to insist upon 
implementing its share of the victory. 
European nations and peoples who have, 
willingly or not, been embroiled in wars 
for centuries, hold the realistic view that 
the victors will expect to get what they 
were fighting for. All Europe understands 
thoroughly that the United States has not, 
and never did have, any territorial in- 
terests on that Continent. 

No, these European peoples really be- 
lieve, unless we force them to think other- 
wise, that the United States was in the 
war to extend the world areas of political 
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freedom and liberal democracy; certainly 
to restore these rights to nations from 
whom they had been violently snatched by 
Hitler and Mussolini and their gangs. The 
citizens of the liberated countries looked 
for immediate action on the part of the 
victorious United States to guarantee them 
the freedoms which are fundamental and 
indispensable to democracy, one of the 
most vital of which is freedom of the press. 
And the United States has not come 
through. 


"THERE is one reason above all others why 
we should come through, and should fol- 
‘low up our military knockout blow with 
political power even more unmistakable. 
That reason we should have learned better 
than we have: free speech, the free press 
and all the other freedoms integral to 
democracy have the queer cohesive quality 
of being indivisible. Suppress or destroy 
one and you undermine the next. Elimi- 
nate these freedoms from one country and 
their existence.in the next is threatened. 

The authority of a democracy lies basi- 
cally in the guaranteeing of freedom to its 
citizens, to the maximum degree possible. 
It would do no harm for us to extend the 
proof of this to every country where we 
have assumed any responsibility or had 
any thrust upon us, either of an adminis- 
trative or a philanthropic or an economic 
kind. 

If the United States is to be represented 
in Europe then we should be implementing 
the visible and tangible American forces 
by the moral and political power of 
everything that is inherent in our own 
democracy. 


W orip politics, like world war, is a very 
tough, dirty, and realistic business. If we 
should put a price on our help to the 
liberated countries, and demand its pay- 
ment in full, we would be doing no more 
than the other major powers who are 
determined to get out Of this war what 
they went into it for. 

If the first installment of our price 
happened to be freedom of the press, 
without which nobody could expect 
American participation in postwar re- 
habilitation or world organization, we 
would have made one definite, concrete 
demand before the whole world of a sort 
that the world now very clearly com- 
prehends. It will be our tragedy if we 
remain the only power that refuses to come 
to that understanding, and act upon it.

DOUBLE YOUR 
LIFE?

U.S. researchers are studying 
anew serum... It may forestall 


most of our old-age diseases 


AN’S unflagging search for the secret of 

long life is speeded today by American 
scientists. They are researching intensively 
the potential benefits of a serum called ACS, 
which was first developed in Russia before 
the war. If they are successful, ACS may 
bring within the range of possibility these 
startling medical advances: 

Doubling of the human life span to permit 
man to live as long as 150 years. 

A new approach to the cancer problem. 

A new weapon against those deadly killers, 
diseases of the heart and arteries. 

The serum is the work of Dr. Alexander A. 
Bogomolets, top-flight researcher and the head 
of Russia’s vast Institute for Experimental 
Biology and Pathology in Kiev, who was born 
in a jail 65 years ago. (His mother, a medical 
student, was a political prisoner in Lubia- 
novka prison.) Although still in the experi- 
mental stage as far as its effect on longevity 
is concerned, its short-range properties as a 
healing agent gave it a wartime reputation in 
Russia as glamorous as penicillin’s. 

Now it is under study by U.S. scien- 
tists and may, within a year or two, sup- 
port the claims of its inventor. 

The search for longer life has always in- 
trigued man. Hundreds of fanciful nostrums 
have been proposed to add extra years to a 
man’s life: powdered gold, pearls, unicorn 
horn, even the ambergris secreted by whales. 

Modern researchers recognize the fact that 
man starts dying the moment he is born. 
They have made tremendous strides in put- 
ting off the fateful day. During Roman times 
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life expectancy at birth was about 25 
years. By conquering one plague after an- 
other, research men have pushed this figure 
past 60 years. Now they feel that they are 
about at the end of the rope. Solution of the 
cancer riddle, for example, would add but a 
year to the average life; victory over diseases 
of heart and arteries a little over a year. 

The point of attack, therefore, is not on spe- 
cific diseases but on old age itself. ““One can 
and must struggle against old age,” Dr. 
Bogomolets contends. “It can be treated as 
any other disease. What we are accustomed 
to regard as normal old age is actually an ab- 
normal, premature phenomenon.”’ 


Bordet Pioneered 


Tue story of the work of this studious, 
crop-haired physician begins with the inves- 
tigations of that medical immortal, Jules Bor- 
det, at Paris’ Pasteur Institute, early in the 
century. 

Bordet found that-if bits of tissue — say 
liver tissue — from one animal were injected 
into another species, a strange chain of events 
unfolded. Suppose a fleck of rabbit liver were 
shot into a guinea pig. Instantly, the guinea 
pig’s blood built protective factors — anti- 
bodies — against this foreign material. If 
blood were then withdrawn from the guinea 
pig and converted into serum, that serum 
would have devastating effect when shot back 
into the original rabbit. It started dissolving 
the rabbit’s liver! 

It didn’t bother other organs — only the 
one from which the Original bit of tissue was 


taken. Bordet went on from this mystifying . 


discovery to find something else : tiny amounts 
of the guinea-pig serum had a stimulating 
effect on the rabbit liver! 

Bordet’s great colleague, Ilya Mechnikov, 
went further. Why not take a fleck of liver

tissue from a healthy young man killed in an 
accident, and inject it into a horse. Then 
make serum from the horse’s blood, and in- 
ject tiny shots of this into older men whose 
liver function was beginning to fail. Wouldn’t 
this give the ailing organ the stimulating 
kick which would make it young again? 
Mechnikov made no more than a halting start 
in his theorizing when he died in 1916. 

In the early 30’s, Bogomolets remembered 
this brilliant hunch, decided to investigate. 
He made an expedition to 
Abkhasia in the Caucasus 

a village noted for 
people of great age. Me- 
ticulous study of 12 
people, all over 100, re- 
vealed one particularly 
striking thing: their con- 
nective tissue was the tis- 
sue of young men, not old 
men! | 

Connective tissue is one 
of the most widespread 
tissues in the body. It sup- 
ports organs, holds the 
body together. It is the 
vitally important tissue 
which makes tendons, 
cartilage and the lining of blood vessels. 

Beyond this, it fights off bacteria and pro- 
vides a means for nourishing other tissues and 
cells. Connective tissue acts as a kind of sieve 
through which food passes from the blood to 
cells. In the opposite direction, cell wastes 
pass through connective tissue to be carried 
away by the blood. 

Bogomolets began to build his case. Maybe 
connective tissue was the supreme ruler of 
bodily health. Wasn’t it possible that when 
it degenerated with age it became clogged 

so that other tissues and organs couldn't

get the nourishment they needed? And, fail 
ing to get the nourishment they needed 
wasn't it possible that these organs fell prey 
to such degenerative diseases as cancer, diz 
betes, high blood pressure? It all seemed per 
fectly reasonable. 

Once he had arrived at this conclusion, the 
next steps were clear. Why not make a serum 
which would stimulate connective tissue! Such 
a job wouldn’t be too difficult. After all, the 
most important cells of connective tissue were 

endothelial cells — the 
ones which line blood ves- 
sels. They were readily 
available in quantity in 
both the spleen and bone 
marrow of man. To try his 
ideas, Bogomolets was 
given his own institute 
and 60 assistants. 


Used in War 


By tunis time he had a 
name for his serum—anti- 
reticular cytotoxic serum, 
or ACS for short. While it 
had a long-range job—the 
prolongation of human life 

it also had a more im- 
mediate objective. Russia, with a sharp eye 
on the practicalities of world politics, knew 
that war was near. Bogomolets’s son, Oleg, 
set out to prove that ACS would be vf value 
in treating war wounds, particularly fractures. 
He anesthetized over 700 rabbits, broke their 
forelegs. He found that rabbits which received 
ACS healed about twice as fast as those which 
did not. 

Since ACS had the ability to give the body 
a general stimulating kick, mightn’t it work 
on acute diseases? Russia was particularly 
interested. in typhus. Spread by lice, this 
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disease formerly killed as many as 60 per 
cent of its victims. It usually kills mice with 
100 per cent regularity. But when they got 
ACS — and no other medicine — 70 per cent 
of the mice lived! 

This and similar work set Russia to 
mass-producing ACS—as much as 3,000,- 
000 doses a year. Most ACS went to military 
hospitals. Bogomolets, however, continued to 
investigate its effects on diseases of the aged. 

Cancer, of course, waS a major job. By 
routine laboratory procedures, a cancer may 
be transplanted from one mouse to another. 
Bogomolets studied effects of ACS on such 
transplants. In many cases the cancers simply 
refused to take hold. In others they grew for 
a while, then died. 

Bogomolets does not contend that ACS isa 
cure for cancer. It has no effect whatsoever 
on large, well-established tumor masses. But 
preliminary evidence indicates that it may 
be valuable in treating patients after surgery 

to prevent new growth of cancer cells. 

Bogomolets ‘opened his own clinic, treat- 
ing only people of over 50. At this age broken 
bones frequently mean death, or long periods 
of inactivity in bed. ACS hastened healmg in 
such oldsters. | 


Roosevelt Might Be Alive 


It ELIMINATED persistent headaches and in- 
somnia and cured some types of rheumatism. 
ACS was also valuable in reducing high blood 
pressure. The Russians, incidentally, hold 
that ACS would have saved President Roose- 
velt’s life. He died of a cerebral hemorrhage 
caused by rupture of a blood vessel in the 
brain, when pressure rose too high. 

When articles outlining Bogomolets’s 
achievements reached us, American research 
men went to work. Groups in Texas, California 
and elsewhere started making ACS and study-

ing its action on animals. The first human 
work is being done by Dr. William M. Mali- 
soff, of New Jersey’s new Essex College of 
Medicine and Surgery, with several assistants, 
among whom ts Dr. Joseph Skapier, formerly 
of the Pasteur Institute in Paris. Five months 
ago Dr. Malisoff established a clinic at Kings 
County Hospital in Brooklyn. 

He has elected to work with Hodgkin's 
disease, which kills an estimated 25,000 peo- 
ple each year in the United States. He chose 
this disease for one reason: it is fatal, usually 
killing its victims within two years. 


Results in Year or Two 


Ir Hopckin’s disease can be cured or ameli- 
orated by ACS, the researchers hope to know 
it within 12-24 months. 

The cancer problem 1s being investigated 
by Dr. Harry Goldblatt, of Western Reserve 
University, Cleveland. It was Goldblatt, one 
of the country’s top research men, who ex- 
perimentally produced hypertension — high 
blood pressure—in dogs. This gave research 
men an experimental animal in which 
they could produce the disease at will. 

Meanwhile, the larger question remains 

can ACS markedly prolong human life? 
Can it give man the 150 years which all evi- 
dence indicates he is entitled to? There is, 
obviously, no quick way to answer this one. 
But animal experimentation may furnish a 
significant clue. Rats, for example, live about 
three years. If ACS can give them a bonus 
of two extra years of life, that may provide 
a preview of what it can do for man. 

Right now there is little to do but sit 
back and await. results of this research effort 
for the highest stakes in all human history 
If ACS fulfills its early promise it will almost 
certainly rank as the greatest research achieve- 
ment of the century. The End

SKY SCRIBBLERS

“Bad weather stops us cold” 


These daring pilots take 
plane in hand to paste 


signs all over the blue 


VERY afternoon, a nice old lady named 

Murphy looks out the window of her 
house in Brooklyn to see if it’s raining. If it 
isn’t and if the sky is blue and clear and the 
clouds are right, she calls her son, Tom, on 
the telephone and tells him to go for an air- 
plane ride. 

Tom Murphy is one of the 10 veteran 
pilots who have picked up where they left 
off on December 8, 1941, writing words in the 
sky. He flies from a tiny airport on Long 
Island and, sometimes, when the sky is dark 
and cloudy there, it is ideal for skywriting 
over the city, 35 miles away. So, two or three 
times a day, Tom calls his mother and asks 
her how the weather is. 

This has been going on since Easter Sun- 
day, 1945, when, for the first time since the 
war began, he took plane in hand to write a 
message in smoke above Manhattan. 

Now, Murphy and the other skywriters are 
once again junketing the length and breadth 


of the land tacking up their signs in big, 
white smoky letters which intrigue the people 
“downstairs,” kids and graybeards alike. 
This year, they will paste upon the heavens 
over 6,000 ads and messages, which will be 
seen by the citizens of more than 800 cities 
and villayes. 

All this “‘writing,’” as the plane-twisting 
pilots call their smoke spreading, is done by 
10 men, the- only flyers in America whose 
sole profession is spinning letters on the blue. 
They work for a man named S. S. Pike, whose 
advertising agency handles all the actual 
writing for the Skywriting Corporation of 
America. He plans to extend its skywriting 
business to Mexico, Cuba, Canada and even 
South America. 


They’re No Mailmen 


‘THe skywriting business, as Pike and his 
pilots point out, is not a case of supply and 
demand. They can’t possibly fill all the orders 
they get. They don’t bother trying. 
“Customers who want messages and ads,” 
Pike complained, “‘never consider the weather 
or time. Movie companies, for instance, 
always want signs at a specific time, like for 
a grand opening.”’ He spread his hands hope- 


lessly. ‘““We're not like the mailman — snow, 
sleet, clouds and rain stop us cold.” 

Once, Pike said, a pilot flew all the way 
from Atlanta to New Orleans for the Mardi 
Gras. He sat around through four long days 
of rain, then flew disconsolately back again, 
a much sadder, wiser and poorer man. 

But on the day when the heavens smile, a 
skywriter will often write his messages seven 
or eight times before the night takes his 
blackboard away. 

On very bright, moonlit nights, the sky- 
writers sometimes take to the air and throw 
their words around in luminous “ink.” But 
because so many people stay home after dark 
the corporation has few calls for its night 
writing service. 

For some time, Pike was confident that a 
way could be found to inject colors into their 
signs. Now, after 16 years of costly experi- 
mentation, they have just about given up. * 

Repairman Caricatured 

Tue skywriting boys have, however, be- 
come expert artists as well as penmen and 
can, with their exhaust pipes, draw almost 
anything but-a glass of beer. This brush- 
work started back in the early 30’s when 
Andy Stinis, the company’s first pilot, took 
to the blue and drew a caricature of a me- 
chanic who had overcharged him for plane 
repairs. 

On dull days, Andy and another pilot, 
Dave De Bkasio, used to go upstairs and play 
ticktacktoe. They would use a diagram 10 
miles wide and 10 miles long, slipping in the 
X’s and O’s without touching the corners of 
the boxes. These capers paid off once when 
a couple being married decided on the 
neat but gaudy touch of having their 
initials entwined in a smoke-heart over 
the church. 

Those were the days when gas and the 
“ink” were plentiful. A pilot could always 
take off and blow away his boredom in a cloud 
of smoke. As, for instance, the joker who took 
off and used five gallons of “ink’’ to thumb 
his nose at a grammar-school arithmetic 
teacher he hadn't liked by writing in gigantic 
letters, 1+4=6. 


_ Boss Joins the Rush 


Tuen, along came the Japs in December '41. 
A restriction was placed on civil flying. All the 
letter-makers turned in their overalls and 
took off for the Army or Navy. Pike locked up 
his office and joined the rush. 

‘Three years later, he walked back into the 
office, picked up the telephone and was back 
in business. But the war was still on and the 
only words his returning pilots wrote were 
BUY BONDS. 

Murphy, a tall, shy Irishman whom Pike 
hired to do the celestial Bond selling over 
Manhattan, wrote these two words 150 times 
before V-J Day. Since then, a bit of variety 
has been added to his vocabulary and he 
is writing his mile-high letters in praise 
of mink coats and soft drinks. 

All words in the sky have to be written 
upside down and backwards if they are to be 
readable to the man in the street. The sky- 
writer, himself, never sees the letters. He 
follows a chart, tacked up in front of him in 
the cockpit. 

This “blind” writing leaves him wide-open 
for mistakes. Few are made. But one of 
Murphy’s sidekicks, a Cockney at heart, 
dropped an H one day when he was supposed 
to be publicizing the Air Show and wound up 
writing a blurb for a flying pig. Draped across 
the sky Were the words, AIR sow. It took 
approximately 30 twisting miles of flying to 
rectify his mistake.

It takes skywriters like Murphy 
about 10 minutes to write 12 letters. 
They move across the sky at a 120- 
to 150-mile-an-hour clip and climb 
50 feet after completing each letter to 
prevent the prop wash from smudg- 
ing the writing. Skywriters fly into 
the wind because the letters drift 
with it and, if the pilot were to chase 
the letters downwind, it would take 
him twice as long to write a word. 

The writing, which may last up 
to an hour, is visible for a distance 
of 15 miles, sometimes drifts 75 
miles and remains legible. 

Murphy, who is 35 and has been 
flying for 16 years, is a typical sky 
guy — tall, thin, with a face that re- 
mains young despite being as weath- 
erbeaten as an old P-40. Before he 
settled down to skywriting, he taught 
beginners, carted passengers, did 
stunts and trick flying. 


Must Have Rhythm 


He says the business of making 
words in the sky calls for special 
qualifications. Some of America’s 
most skilled acrobatic pilots have 
“‘washed out”’ of skywriting. 

“You gotta have rhythm and co- 
ordination,”” Murphy said. “You 
have to hit the right place in the sky, 
the way a musician-has to hit the 
right note at the right time. And 
you have to be healthy,” he added. 

Tom explained that the skywrit- 
er’s greatest occupational hazard is 
the common cold. 

“You have to go up ten or fifteen 
thousand feet,’’ Tom said, “‘to find 
smooth air. I fly an open cockpit job, 
which means that up high I have to 
use oxygen. But there's nothing you 
can use to make it any warmer.”’ 

Some letters, Murphy said, are 
easier to make than others. He has

Actually, 
the skywriters have an incredible 
safety record. In all the years the 
company has been operating, no 
skywriter has ever had an accident. 

The business of using the sky as a 
billboard started in 1922 when Major 
John Clifford Savage, an ex-RAF 
pilot, invented a compound of paraf- 
fin oi] and chemicals which would 
hold together long enough to spell 
out a message in the sky. 

Allan J. Cameron, a Chicago 
grain broker and flying enthu- 
siast, bought the American 
rights and licensed the 5S. S. 
Pike Company. They draped a 
sign in the sky over Manhattan 
which read, “Hello U.S.A., Call 
Vanderbilt 7200,"" the telephone 
number of their hotel, and waited 
for things to happen. 

Signs in the sky brought Cameron 
and his associates $2,000,000 in the

Hollis Warner looks over his timid charges. The 


200,000 DUCKS 


By Jerry Brondfield 


Raising them has plenty 
of headaches — they’re 


even liable to drown... 


OMESTIC ducks — unlike Topsy 
D — don’t just grow. The per- 
plexities in a duck’s life are as varied 
as those encountered in the raising of 
peas, ponies or petunias... Or 
maybe even that unpredictable kid 
next door. 

Hollis V. Warner, owner of the 
world’s largest duck farm at River- 
head, Long Island, is one man who 
meets and masters all a duck’s 
complexities. 

Warner, who has been in the busi- 
ness 25 years, raises more than 
500,000 ducks a year on his 250-acre 
farm along the marshlands of east- 
ern Long Island. When you look 
around you’d think it had been 
snowing ducks. They cover the 
ground and adjacent creeks and 
inlets of the Bay. 

Peak production is in the spring, 
when Warner is apt to have a quar- 
ter of a million ducks on hand. 
During the fall and winter, when 
eggs are less fertile, the number 
drops to.about 60,000. 


Proxy Parents 


Warner doesn’t depend on nature 
for figures like that. In volume duck 
raising, maternal instinct takes a 
back seat to electricity. A battery 
of huge incubators and hatchers does 
the work, holding about 118,000 
eggs at one time. 

Humidity in these proxy parents 
is kept a careful 50 per cent, tem- 
perature a constant 99.5. Any drastic 
change automatically sets off a 
screeching siren, summoning aid be- 
fore any damage is done. 

After five days a test is made to 
weed out the infertile eggs. The rest 
remain in the incubators for 25 
days, are then removed to the hatch- 


ers for three more. Warner, mean- 
while, dutifully tours the hatchery 
like an anxious papa patrolling a 
maternity ward. 

Probably no one in this country 
knows more about domestic ducks 
than Hollis Warner. His mail brings 
a flood of requests for advice and 
information. Everything from: 
*“How do I start a duck farm?’’ to 
“I’ve got a duck and he won't 
quack. What's the matter... ?” 
The answer to the last is self-evident 
to anyone who knows ducks. It's 
a “‘he’’ and he'll never quack. Only 
the female quacks. 


They Are Dunces 


Warner, a mild, soft-spoken man 
who launched his enterprise after 
getting out of Cornell University, 
doesn’t think much of a duck’s 
mentality or temperament. 

“A duck,”’ he says with apparent 
sadness, “just doesn’t seem very 
bright. For instance, I lose thou- 
sands of dollars a year because they 
can’t profit from experience with 
sea gulls. 

“*In the dead of winter, after swim- 
ming around, the ducks will come up 
on the beach dripping wet, and very 
often will freeze to the ground. Then, 
while they’re helpless, the gulls come 
screaming down and dive-bomb ’em. 

“Even when they don’t attack 
them physically,”” he continues, ‘‘the 
gulls will swoop over the creeks in 
a series of aerial acrobatics that 
drive the ducks into a dither. Then 
the ducks get so water-logged 
from their panicky attempts to 
escape they drown. That’s right 
— they drown... !’ 

Ducks scare very easily. Warner 
has seen them shaken to their very 
souls by a feather flying in front of 
them, or by the sound of loud, sud- 
den laughter near by.

900,000 DUCKS 


By Jerry Brondfield 


Raising them has plenty 
of headaches — they’re 


even liable to drown... 


OMESTIC ducks — unlike Topsy 
D — don’t just grow. The per- 
plexities in a duck’s life are as varied 
as those encountered in the raising of 
peas, ponies or petunias... Or 
maybe even that unpredictable kid 
next door. 

Hollis V. Warner, owner of the 
world’s largest duck farm at River- 
head, Long<Island, is one man who 
meets and masters all a duck’s 
complexities. 

Warner, who has been in the busi- 
ness 25 years, raises more than 
500,000 ducks a year on his 250-acre 
farm along the marshlands of east- 
ern Long Island. When you look 
around you'd think it had been 
sanowing ducks. They cover the 
ground and adjacent creeks and 
inlets of the Bay. 

Peak production 18 in the spring, 
when Warner ts apt to have a quar- 
ter of a million ducks on hand. 
During the fall and winter, when 
eggs are less fertile, the number 
drops to about 60,000. 


Proxy Parents 


Warner doesn’t depend on nature 
for figures like that. In volume duck 
raising, maternal instinct takes a 
back seat to electricity. A battery 
of huge incubators and hatchers does 
the work, holding about 118,000 
eggs at one time. 

Humidity in these proxy parents 
is kept a careful 50 per cent, tem- 
perature a constant 99.5. Any drastic 
change automatically sets off a 
screeching siren, summoning aid be- 
fore any damage is done. 

After five days a test is made to 
weed out the infertile eggs. The rest 
remain in the incubators for 25 
days, are then removed to the hatch- 


ers for three more. Warner, mean- 
while, dutifully tours the hatchery 
like an anxious papa patrolling a 
maternity ward. 

Probably no one in this country 
knows more about domestic ducks 
than Hollis Warner. His mail brings 
a flood of requests for advice and 
information. Everything from: 
“How do I start a duck farm?’ to 
“I’ve got a duck and he won't 
quack. What's the. matter... ?”’ 
The answer to the last is self-evident 
to anyone who knows ducks. It’s 
a “‘he”’ and he'll never quack. Only 
the female quacks. 


They Are Dunces 


Warner, a mild, soft-spoken man 
who launched his enterprise after 
getting out of Cornell University, 
doesn’t think much of a duck’'s 
mentality or temperament. 

“A duck,”” he says with apparent 
sadness, “just doesn’t seem very 
bright. For instance, I lose thou- 
sands of dollars a year because they 
can't profit from experience with 
sea gulls. 

“*In the dead of winter, afterawim- 
ming around, the ducks will come up 
on the beach dripping wet, and very 
often will freeze to the ground. Then, 
while they're helpless, the gulls come 
screaming down and dive-bomb ’em. 

“Even when they don’t attack 
them physically,”’ he continues, ‘‘the 
gulls will swoop over the creeks in 
a series of aerial acrobatics that 
drive the ducks into a dither. Then 
the ducks get so water-logged 
from their panicky attempts to 
escape they drown. That’s right 

they drown... !”’ 

Ducks scare very easily. Warner 
has seen them shaken to their very 
souls by a feather flying in front of 
them, or by the sound of loud, sud- 
den laughter near by. 

Egg production drops off from 
scared ducks. Normally a duck is as 
regular in laying habits as a chicken. 
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slightest noise will drive them into a dither 


Usually, a good duck will produce 
about 150 eggs in rts laying span, at 
least 100 of which are fertile. 

Most important part of duck-rais- 
ing, according to Warner, is deter- 
mining which ducks will go to mar- 
ket and which will be kept as 
breeders. “‘Naturally,’’ he says, “‘you 
want to continually improve your 
stock. You try to select for breed- 
ers those which have a well- 
placed eye, good-shaped head 
and neck, and a wide, deep 
breast.”’ 

But luck eventually runs out for 
the breeders, too. After a half year 
or so of egg laying they, too, head 
for somebody’s Sunday dinner. 

There are reasons, of course, why 
Long Island is the nation’s best 
duck-raising area. Ducks don’t like 
filth and the Island’s sandy soil is 
clean and not too muddy. Plenty of 
water is available and the gigantic 
New York market is near by. How- 
ever, some of Warner’s output is 
packed into cold storage and shipped 
all over the country. 

About 140 employees and 70 
buildings make up the Warner duck 
domain. Some of the buildings are 
more than 400 feet long. Because of 
the vastness of the farm Warner 
built three miles of narrow-gauge 
railway running through the build- 
ings and interlacing feeding pens. 
Feed is shoveled out twice daily 
as the Lilliputian: railway moves 
slowly along. 


Ducks eat a mixture of wheat, 
corn, flour, added minerals and high 
protein feeds. Thousands of tons of 
the stuff are needed yearly. Six men 
do nothing but prepare a mash in a 
huge mixer such as is used for mass 
production of bakery dough. 

Almost half of Warner’s em- 
ployees are pickers — women who 
pluck the feathers after the ducks 
have come from the killing pens. 
Feathers provide a profitable by- 
product. Six ducks will give up a 
pound of feathers, worth almost $1. 


It’s a Fallacy 


Except for sea gulls, and the duck’s 
own passive nature, duck-raising 
isn’t a hazardous business venture. 
A mortality rate of five per cent of 
the ducks is considered excellent.‘ All 
it takes,’’ Warner muses, “is com- 
mon sense and a lot of work. That 
means up at five and often working 
until ten p.m. seven days a week.” 

There’s only one thing further 
that Warner would like to clear up 
about ducks. That’s to explode the 
time-honored comment heard 
during a rain storm: “*Good day 
for ducks... ”’ 

*‘Ducks are miserable in the rain,” 
he says. “‘The last feathers to grow 
on a duck are the ones covering its 
back, and they don’t come in until 
it’s two months old, or so. In fact, 
very often the young duck which 
gets its back soaked is soon a dead 
duck.’”’ The End

Grandfather’s Folding Money 


It was his staff of life, 


until the country went 


off the gold standard 


T INCOME tax time I always give 
A a thought to grandfather and 
his tangled relations with the United 
States monetary system. The trouble 
began, I suppose, when at 18 grand- 
father ran away from home to go 
west and stake out a claim on gov- 
ernment land. At the time, he swore 
he was 21, thereby sowing the seeds 
of his later fear that some day the 
government would swoop down and 
confiscate his wealth. 

It was 10 years later, when the 
failure of the State Bank cost grand- 
father some 20,000 dollars, that his 
feeling for money turned into a 
grand passion. This reached its height 
when he named his second-born Cash 
(so he’d always have some) and was 
dissuaded from naming the third- 
born Carrie only after some very 
vocal complaints from the child her- 
self, who chose Margaret. 

Thirty years after the bank failure, 
his attitude of acute parsimony had 
become a major factor im all our 
hves. By this time he was loudly 
proclaiming, ““A man’s best friend is 
the almighty greenback and don't 
forget it!’’ As if any of us could 
we heard nothing else from him. 


Sleep With Revolvers 


I suppose that by the time I was 
nine I must-have known that most 
adults didn’t sleep with revolvers 
. under their pillows — even if grand- 
father, grandmother, mother and 
Aunt Margaret did. True, mother’s 
was covered with rust and she was so 
timorous that she kept it under the 
mattress, but she had her protection. 

At no time of the day or -night 
was the house left unguarded. 
Always, by nine o'clock, the door 
was locked. The latecomer had to 
come up on the porch and rattle the 
door, at which point my grandfather 
would shout in his booming voice, 
“State your business!”’ 

‘“‘Me,”’ the latecomer would reply. 
Always “Me,” never Sue or Mar- 
garet or George, unless we wanted 
the old man to reach for his revolver 
and come down loaded. “Me,”’ we'd 
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say and he'd call, “Come in.”’ Then 
and only then did we dare place the 
key in the lock. 

Not until I was 11 did I learn the 
answer to our behavior. We had 
money on the premises. 

Tragedy struck, however, the 
year that the United States Govern- 
ment went off the gold standard and 
called in its gold certificates. How 
well I remember the conferences and 
counter-conferences which grand- 
father always broke up by stalking 
out of the room shouting, “I don't 
give a damn! I won't do it! They're 
ruining the whole country and I'm 
not going to turn mine in!’ Finally 
he and Uncle Cash, who lived in a 
neighboring town, talked late into 
the night and a decision was reached. 

Dig Buried Treasure 
Next morning all the others were 
rushing about excitedly, but grand- 
father was a broken man. He sat 
shaking his head and refusing to 
touch his breakfast. At last, how- 
ever, he and grandmother went into 
the cellar with a shovel to dig out 
the money which had been buried 


.in the potato and coaf bins, the dirt 


floor and the brick wall 

After a time they returned with 
11 quart glass fruit jars which were 
filled with U.S: gold certificates, 
and grandfather sat down to open 
the containers. Suddenly he gave a 
cry of horror, about which the family 
still talks. His precious money was 
mouldy! One after another the jars 
were opened, and all the presidents 
had grown beards. For the first time, 
the family saw grandfather weep. 

Grandmother took a certificate 
and scraped it with her fingernail. 
The mould came off. Then she went 
into action. She called the school 
and informed them that my sis- 
ters were ill with ptomaine 
poisoning and could not be pres- 
ent. No amount of begging on my 
part would influence her to let me 
stay at home, and I was hurried off 
to school amidst threats of a severe 
licking if I divulged the secret. 

They were ready to begin. My 
older sister was stationed at the 
door to announce the approach of 
any visitors. The rest of the family 
sat around the table, scraping the 
certificates with paring knives, old 


razor blades and fingernail files — 
but with little success. Then grand- 
mother decided it would be faster 
and easier to wash each bill with 
soap and water. 

They tried that, but each bill camé 
out discolored, and the mould re- 
mained firm. Then grandfather had 
an inspiration that oil might take 
it off, so he sent my sister after a 
nickel’s worth. If oil worked they’d 
get more, but there was no 
sense in wasting moncy for 
something that might prove 
useless. (il was not the answer, so 
they tried kerosene. It took off the 
mould, but the money retained the 
scent. Then grandmother said, “‘if 
kerosene works why won't vinegar?’’ 
And for the rest of the day they 
used vinegar and clear water. 

Grandmother scrubbed the 
money, after which she passed it to 
Aunt Margaret who wiped it dry 
and turned it over to mother who 
ironed each bill flat and crisp. At 
this point grandfather took charge 
to count and recount each pile be- 
fore he took it to the attic. There 
he placed the bills on the floor, 
making them secure with little 
pebbles. 


Airing the Money 


By NIGHTFALL the glass had been 
removed from the skylight and the 
money lay upon the floor — airing. 
Grandfather refused to leave it un- 
guarded, so he and mother lugged 
up an overstuffed chair from the 
living room and he took up his 
watch. At intervals throughout the 
night an alarm clock would ring and 
grandmother's footsteps could be 
heard as she went to brew the watch- 
man another pot of black coffee. 

Next morning he tied the bills in 
neat packets and solemnly deposited 
them in a bag. When he carried it 
into the living room the family was 
deathly quiet. No one spoke as we 
sat there. And then suddenly Uncle 
Cash drove up, and grandfather car- 
ried the bag to him. And that was 
all, the money was gone. The only 
comment came from the banker who 
said, “‘Phew! That smells like it’s 
been in a vinegar barrel!’ which 
wasn’t nearly a strong enough 
epitaph for one of the crises of my 
grandfather's life.
